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CERTIFICATION 


Each individual seeking Instructional I (initial) certification 
in the state of Pennsylvania after July 1, 1991, is required to 

complete the following: 

1. All requirements for the baccalaureate degree. 

2. A teacher preparation certification program approved 
by the Pennsylvania Department of Education. 

3. An application for an Instructional I Certificate, 
(available in the Records Office). 

4. Completion of National Teacher Examination (core 
battery). In addition, the appropriate specialty 
area tests are required. 

Test specifications and other information about these tests 

are available in the Office of Placement. 


A student who enters a teacher education program at 
Mansfield University after May 31, 1987 and who applies for 
teacher certification must complete all program requirements for 
the appropriate program, and must earn at least a 2.5 quality 
point average in all work completed. 
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ELEMENTARY EDUCATION PROGRAM 

Elementary Education at Mansfield University has as its purpose the 
preparation of men and women for teaching in the elementary school. It is a 
four-year program leading to the degree of Bachelor of Science in Education. 
Included is a sequence of field experiences at the freshman, sophomore, 
junior and senior years. Offerings in the Department of Education and in 
related professional education departments should be scheduled during the 
junior and senior years. 

The Department of Education recommends that students planning to major 
in Elementary Education make a strong effort to build a background of 
experience with young children. A student may choose to work in summer 
camps or playgrounds, in summer school programs as teacher aides or in 
similar activities. In some cases students find it advantageous to serve in 
a para-professional role with children prior to initiating formal academic 
work. 

Students tentatively in the field of elementary education should 
include Psy 101 and Ed 230 in their first two years. Students are expected 
to complete both courses prior to enrolling in elementary education courses 
at the junior level.

Ed 101 is to be scheduled during the first semester of the freshman 
year; Ele 202 is to be scheduled during the sophomore year. These courses 
are required for acceptance as a Teacher Education Certification Candidate 
(TECC) with a major in elementary education. 

During the junior year a student will be scheduled for a Professional 
Semester. The Professional Semester includes five courses in the major area 
of specialization, and an observation/participation experience in the local 
elementary school. This integrated experience serves as an opportunity for 
students to work with boys and girls in a classroom setting and to 
participate in a variety of experiences related to the methods courses 
offered by the department. 

As part of the major area of specialization, students must complete at 
least 15 semester hours in one of the following areas: Humanities, Foreign 

Languages, Natural Sciences, Mathematics, Social Sciences, Early Childhood 
Education, and Exceptional Children. Students interested in Instructional 
Technologies as an area of concentration should contact their assigned 
advisor.

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Elementary Education Program 

Seven areas of Concentration for Elementary Education majors have been 
approved by the Department of Education. 

1. Humanities (Art, Communications, English, History, Music, 

Philosophy and Theatre) 

2. Foreign Languages (French, German, and Spanish) 

3. Natural Sciences (Astronomy, Biology, Chemistry, Geology, and 
Physics). (In some cases, Geography courses may be used in this 
area. See your advisor). 

4. Mathematics 

5. Social Sciences (Anthropology, Economics, Geography, Political 
Science, Psychology, and Sociology) 

6. Early Childhood Education 

7. Exceptional Children 

8. Instructional Technologies (pending) 

Special Rules 

1. The student is expected to meet most of the General Education 
requirements before selecting an area of concentration. The 
student must meet the General Education requirements as well as the 
fifteen (15) hours in the area of concentration. 

2. The student should select an area for concentration that will 
enable the student to develop in-depth experiences in a subject 
field, or that will enable the student to enhance professional 
skills and/or competencies. 

3. Upon completion of the program of studies in Elementary Education, 
the student may be certified to teach in an elementary classroom 
(K-6). The area of concentration does not extend that certifica¬ 
tion; however, the student may choose to build on the area of 
concentration, and by taking additional courses, seek added certi¬ 
fication in that subject field. 
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Students who choose one of the first five areas of concentration 
may choose a broad based area of concentration; i.e., Humanities or 
Social Sciences, or they may choose an in-depth concentration in 
one subject field, i.e., English, Chemistry, Geography, etc. 

The student must include a minimum of six hours of course work at 
the 200 level or above in each area of concentration. 

Students who select Exceptional Children as the area of concentra¬ 
tion should follow these guidelines: 

a) SPE 101 Exceptional Persons in Society may be used as a Profes¬ 
sional Elective in the General Education program. 

b) SPE 201 Mentally and Physically Handicapped and SPE 301 Curric¬ 
ulum Developments and Adjustments are required courses. 

c) SPE 345 Behavior Modification with Exceptional Children will be 
substituted for SPE 360 Exceptional Children in Regular 
Classes, which is required for all Elementary Education majors. 

d) Students who may wish to seek added certification in Special 
Education should meet with the chairperson of that department 
early in the program for appropriate advisement.

concentration will complete the following program of studies:

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SECONDARY EDUCATION PROGRAM 


The secondary education curriculum has as its primary purpose the pre¬ 
paration of men and women to teach in secondary schools. It offers a broad- 
based general education supported by the principles of student choice, 
advisement, and distribution among disciplines. This provides prospective 
teachers with a variety of experiences geared toward developing an apprec¬ 
iation of the process of education. 

The secondary education curriculum is a four-year program leading to 
the Bachelor of Science in Education degree. This curricular function is 
the combined responsibility of the Education Department and the appropriate 
academic departments. Therefore, each student who is a secondary education 
major functions under a system of dual advisement. Under this system, an 
adviser from the Education Department assists the student in satisfying 
completely his certification, while an adviser from his chosen discipline 
guides him in his area of specialization. 

O 

Completion of requirements for the Bachelor of Science in Education 
degree, with emphasis in secondary education, indicates that the prospective 
teacher is competent in his knowledge of content in the four major 
components of the secondary curriculum: general education, area of special¬ 
ization, professional education, and field experiences. 

O 

General education has as its goal a broad-based liberal education 
designed to foster individual fulfillment and to prepare citizens for active 
participation in a democratic society. 

Area of specialization has as its goal a concentration of courses 
designed to provide a student with depth and expertise in a specific subject 
area. This component is the primary responsibility of the academic depart¬ 
ments, and programs are developed by interdepartmental cooperation. 

Professional education has as its goal the preparation of teachers in 
the science and art of pedagogy. Courses relating to schools as social 
institutions, characteristics of learners and learning, and understanding 
teaching methodology are required in the program of studies. 

Field experience has as its goal the application of knowledge and 
skills acquired in professional preparation. The secondary education 
curriculum offers observation and participation in several dimensions, 
culminating in a semester of student teaching. 

A student who completes the program and obtains appropriate scores on 
required state tests may apply for a provisional certificate to teach in the 
secondary schools of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Certification 
programs include communications, English, foreign languages (French, German, 
Spanish); mathematics; science (biology, chemistry, earth and space, 
general); physics; and social studies comprehensive which provides emphases 
in geography, history, political science, psychology, sociology/ 
anthropology, and economics.

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THE PRE-PROFESSIONAL EXPERIENCES 

During your freshman year, you will enroll in Ed 101 Introduction to 
Education. During your sophomore year, you will enroll in Ed 202 Secondary 
Pre-Professional Experiences or Ele 202 Elementary Pre-Professional 
Experiences. In the semester prior to student teaching, you will enroll 
in Ed 402 Contemporary Issues in Education. The material which follows 
will provide some insights into the objectives for these courses. Since 
the courses are required of education majors, it is important that you 
remember to register for them. In addition, it is equally important that 
you attend all class meetings . 

Students should check the News and Notes bulletin board outside of 
the education office (RC115) for notices of meetings and other information 
regarding the Pre-Professional Experiences . 

The development of a portfolio is an important part of the Pre- 
Professional Experiences. The portfolio is initiated in Ed 101 Introduction 
to Education, and housed in the Education Department office (RC 115). 

During the four years that the student is enrolled in a program of study, 
the student will have numerous opportunities to develop material which can 
become a part of this portfolio. Student selected learning experiences, 
observation/participation experiences, summer programs and work experiences, 
and student teaching are but a few of the opportunities individuals will 
have to build a portfolio which can document the pre-professional 
experiences. The portfolio can be a valuable resource when the student 
seeks employment as a beginning teacher. Upon completion of the program, 
students should take their completed portfolios from the department files. 
The department will retain students' files for three months following com¬ 
pletion of the program. 
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Evaluation in the Pre-Professional Experiences Courses 

An inherent ingredient of the Pre-Professional Experiences courses is 
evaluation. You, your instructors, your parents and any prospective 
employers want to know the progress you have made in attaining the goal of 
a fully competent teacher. In all pre-professional experiences course 
requirements, except in those cases where other forms of evaluation are 
explained by the course instructor, the scholastic standards and require¬ 
ments statement in the current Mansfield University Catalog will be 
utilized. 

Whenever your work is evaluated below C-, you should expect to do 
remedial work to achieve competency. This remedial work will be prescribed 
by your pre-professional experiences instructor after careful conferencing 
concerning problem areas. A repeat of the course in its entirety may be 
necessary. 

Many forms of evaluation are a part of the Pre-Professional Experiences 
courses. Peer evaluation, self-evaluation, professional evaluation, and 
other forms of evaluation will be utilized in the Pre-Professional 
Experiences courses. 

Complete records of your achievement in the courses will be kept on 
file in the Education office.

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STUDENT SELECTED LEARNING EXPERIENCES 

As indicated earlier, the development of a portfolio of experiences is an 
important part of the Pre-Professional Experiences courses. One important 
component of this portfolio is student selected learning experiences. 

Student selected learning experiences requirement has been developed around 
the premise that much of what a teacher does for self improvement during his 
professional life is self initiated. It is intended, therefore, that this 
part of the program have some degree of individualization and self initia¬ 
tion on the various requirements listed below. When the student completes 
the requirements is his decision except that he/she must meet appropriate 
course requirements. 

Requirements will include experiences selected from the following list. 
Note: This list is not meant to be all inclusive (See item E). 

A. Readings of significance with appropriate documentation. 

B. Attendance at speaker presentations - presentations chosen from a list 
as approved by the instructor. (Appropriate documentation required).

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CHECKLIST: Activities observers might engage in while assigned to a class¬ 

room during the Pre-Professional Experience. 

_Become familiar with the teacher’s daily schedule and lesson plans. 

_Observe children's behavior and reactions to the teacher directed 

activities. 

_Observe the manner in which the teacher gives directions and plans with 

the children. 

_Note the various kinds of instructional materials that are used in 

connection with the various kinds of lessons and activities. 

_Observe the handling of certain routines such as: entering school and 

classrooms, dismissal, lunch room routines, play ground supervision, 
special classes, rest periods, bus duty, fire drills, etc. 

_Note how the room is arranged; placement of equipment, interest centers, 

room environment, relationship of exhibits and bulletin boards used in 
on-going classroom activities. 

_Make a diagram of the room. 

_Note factors that contribute to the general discipline and atmosphere 

of the room. 

_Note the different roles the teacher assumes in the operation of the 

various class activities. 

_Observe procedures used by the teacher in making a smooth transition 

from one activity to another. 

_Note how the teacher used instructional aids such as the chalkboard, 

bulletin boards, pictures, concrete materials, field trips, etc., in 
connection with the various periods of the day.

Few students in composition courses plagiarize deliberately; that is, 
few copy, with conscious dishonesty, another student's theme, or a passage 
from a book or magazine. But a number of students, feeling the pressure of 
regular writing assignments, and actually confused about the legitimate use 
of materials, may be tempted to "borrow" sentences and patterns of ideas, or 
to "get help" on a theme, unless the whole concept of plagiarism is clari¬ 
fied for them. It is the purpose of this note to make clear what plagiarism 
is and how it can be avoided. 

Plagiarism means presenting, as one 1 s own , the words, the work, or the 
opinions of someone else. It is dishonest, since the plagiarist offers, as 
his own, for credit, the language, or information, or thought for which he 
deserves no credit. It is unintelligent, since it defeats the purpose of 
the course — improvement of the student's own powers of thinking and com¬ 
munication. It is also dangerous, since penalties for plagiarism are 
severe; they commonly range from failure on the paper to failure in the 
course; in some institutions the penalty is dismissal from college. 

Plagiarism occurs when one uses the exact language of someone else 
without putting the quoted material in quotation marks and giving its 
source. (Exceptions are very well-known quotations, from the Bible or 
Shakespeare, for example.) In formal papers, the source is acknowledged in 
a footnote; in informal papers, it may be put in parentheses, or made a part 
of the text: "Robert Sherwood says, ..." This first type of plagiarism, 
using without acknowledgment the language of someone else, is easy to under¬ 
stand and to avoid: when a writer uses the exact words of another writer , 
or speaker , he must put those words in quotation marks and give their 
source . 

A second type of plagiarism is more complex. It occurs when the writer 
presents, as his own, the sequence of ideas, the arrangement of material, 
the pattern of thought of someone else, even though he expresses it in his 
own words. The language may be his, but he is presenting as the work of his 
brain, and taking credit for, the work of another's brain. He is, there¬ 
fore, guilty of plagiarism if he fails to give credit to the original author 
of the pattern of ideas. 

This aspect of plagiarism presents difficulties because the line is 
sometimes unclear between borrowed thinking and thinking which is our own. 

We all absorb information and ideas from other people. In this way we 
learn. But in the normal process of learning, new ideas are digested; they 
enter our minds and are associated and integrated with ideas already there; 
when they come out again, their original pattern is broken; they are re¬ 
formed and re-arranged. We have made them our own. Plagiarism occurs when 
a sequence of ideas is transferred from a source to a paper without the 
process of digestion, integration, and reorganization in the writer's mind, 
and without acknowledgment in the paper. 

Students writing informal themes, in which they are usually asked to 
draw on their own experience and information, can guard against plagiarism 
by a simple test. They should be able honestly to answer No to the follow¬ 
ing questions: 
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O 




1. Have I read anything in preparation for writing this paper? 

2. Am I deliberately recalling any particular source of information as I 
write this paper? 

3. Am I consulting any source as I write this paper? 

If the answer to these questions is No, the writer need have no fear of 
using sources dishonestly. The material in his mind, which he will transfer 
to his written page, is genuinely digested and his own. 

The writing of a research paper presents a somewhat different problem, 
for here the student is expected to gather material from books and articles 
read for the purpose of writing the paper. In the careful research paper, 
however (and this is true of term papers in all college courses), credit is 
given in footnotes for every idea, conclusion, or piece of information which 
is not the writer's own; and the writer is careful not to follow closely the 
wording of the sources he has read. If he wishes to quote, he puts the 
passage in quotation marks and gives credit to the author in a footnote; but 
he writes the bulk of the paper in his own words and his own style, using 
footnotes to acknowledge the facts and ideas he has taken from his reading.
